1ST DIVIDEND COMING 
FROM TRADERS DANK 


Receiver Murray Says a Dividend 


of 5O per cent Will be Paid De- 
positors Very Soon — Checks 
From Washington 


As predicted in Saturdays Sun the 


depositors of the Traders lianlc arc this 
week notilicd of a vomlngr dividend 


Receiver Murray of the Tr:idern Na- 


tional bank tills morning received 12,- 
!>0tl blank checks from the comptroller 
of currency at Washington, with the 
authorization tu pay 50 per cent, divi- 
dends to all depositors of the Traders 
National bunk, which was closed by 
order of tho comptroller some months 
UKO. 


Mr. Murray In conversation with a 


Bun reporter this mornlliR slated that 
liu could not. tell how soon the checks 
will be ready for distribution, for prac- 
tically three operations have to be made 
on each check, that is. tin; ch:ckshavr. 
to lie handled or signed three times 


and. then the entire checks will be for- 
warded to Washington, where they will 
again bo signed by iliv deputy comp- 
troller. 


Mr. Murray said as a rule about 1000 


checks can be handled in 
onu day. 


which would mean that it would take 
about 14 days to have tl.i, checks ready 
to bo iorwarded to Yt'asninston, but 
in the case of the Trailers National 
bank it may be that more time will bo 
required inasmuch as there are so many 
foreign names, which In many instances 
are very hard to mako out. Once the 
checks are forwarded to Washington 
it will be up to the deputy comptroller 
to return them in iiaste, providing thero 
is no other work ahead. 
However, It 


will he at least a month before the 
depositors receive their checks of 60 
per cent. 
As to when the other divi- 


dend will bn paid 
and the amount of 


the next dividend are not known.

ation. President Wilson lias ordered 
Roar Admiral Fletcher to seize the 
Vora Cruz customs house, and prevent 
Hutrla from setting several million 
rounds of ammunition and 200 field 
Buns on a German steamer bound for 
that port. 


The orders went out from Washing- 


ton early today when it became appar- 
ent that the delay in congress was ac- 
cruinK to the advantage of Huerta. 


At noon the cabinet was in session 


and so far as was known no word had 
been received froni Admiral Fletch- 
er of his action. The orders, officials 
said, left to Iho admiral's discretion 
when and how to act. 


Authority to Admiral 


The orders to the admiral, it >-as 


said, conferred the broadest authority 
upon him and directed that if neces- 
sary he take the town of Vera Cr(uz 
as well as the customs house to pre- 
vent tho landing of the munitions. 


The admiral may wait 
until 
the 


German steamer has landed her cargo 
unmolested and then take the customs 
house and the munitions or when the 
German steamer comes to the port he 
might seize the customs house and if 
the guns were landed they would eome 
into possession of the American forces. 
That the steamer misht take her cargo 
to some other port was a possibility 
of which officials were cognizant. 
May Hurry Congress 


Some report from the admiral was

tional controversy before congress he 
takes tho last step that precedes war," 
continued Mr. Lodge. "The president 
might have taken further steps but he 
has come to the body which alone has 
power to declare war.

Reviewing: the Tampico Incident. Sen- 


ator Lod^e continued: 


'Thore is no doulit in my mind that 


that incident at Tampico constitutes 
an insult to the American flag and 
the American uniform. No nation can 
allow such an insult to pass unnoticed. 
It Is its duty to seek proper atonement 
and reparation. 
The form of such 


atonement is universally recognized. It 
is a salute to the flag of the offended 
nation. But that salute is a govern- 
mental action. All party lines disap- 
pear in the demand for amends for 
such an insult and we all stand behind 
the president's demand for atonement." 


Senator Lodge resented the imputa- 


tion that the republicans were lacking 
in proper regard for the honor of' the 
flag.

•But we must also think of that 


which the Bag covers—citizens of tho 
United 
States," he said. "One hun- 


dred and fifty citizens have perished 
on Mexican soil. I cannot, in demand- 
ing atonement of the insult at Tampi- 
co overlook these outrages.

"'I have no desire .to criticize Presi- 


dent Wilson for his failure to reco"- 
nize Huerta. 
He no doubt proceeded 


on grounds appearing to him as suffi- 
cient. I condemn as strongly as I can 
the muthods of treachery 
and blood- 


shed by which Huerta 
reached 
his 
present position. 
But the fact'that I 


condemn his methods'does not lead me 
to put myself in a position which by 
distortion of the facts which we take 
here or of the words which we utter 
here would put me behind'Villa-Villa 
who began life as a hired assassin and 
whose pathway has been marked with 
bloodshed, rapine, plunder and by un- 
namable crimes which are a disgrace 
to the country in which we live.

lows: 


"J f a superior officer in the. police, 


department Is absent from his employ- 
ment on account of sickness or physi- 
cal disability is be entitled to compen- 
sation for the lime that 'lie is absent 
from bis said employment'.'" 


1 am of the opinion that my answer 


should be in the. negative. 


To miswfir ynur second question, to 


wit: 


"If a patrolman is absent from his 


employment on account of sickness or 
physical x disability Is he entitled to 
compensation for the period of lime 
that he is absent from his duty?" 


I am of the opinion that my answer 


to your second question should also 
be in the negative. 


To your last question, to wit! 
"1C an officer or a patrolman per- 


forms no sorvico to the city uf Lowell 
during the intervening pay rolls, how 
can the head of the department make 
oath as provided for by Chapter 520 
of ihe Acts of 1913?" 


I submit that if an "ofmrer or patrol- 


man performs no service to the city 
of Lowell thfi bead of the department 
should make oath to that fact upon the 
pay roll. 


The solicitor's opinion is quite vol- 


uminous and a few extracts are ap- 
pended: 


The essential element in a public of- 


fice is that the duties to be performed 
shall involve the exercise of some por- 
tion of the sovereign power, whether 
great or small; such, for instance, as 
the commissioners and the administra- 
tive officers ail of which are created j 
by law and not by contract or by em- 
j 


ploy mem. 
But in the development of! 


municipal affairs it has been considered! 
necessary to employ persons who can- 
not fairly be regarded as officers but! 
who occupy positions that are merely: 
employments. 
; 


In the case of officers the compensa- 


tion, usually a, salary, is attached to 
tho office as an incident and is not de- 
pendent upon actual service, while the 
salary or compensation of an employe 
is intended as remuneration for ser- 
vices actually rendered and, generally 
speaking, can only be recovered in re- 
spect of services rendered or tendered 
to the municipality. 


A person in the employ of the gov- 


ernment whose duties are clerical and 
who relates not directly to the public 
but to the head of a. department, who 
is charged with the discharge of the 
duties o£ a public ofllce is not a public 
officer, but an employe. 


Public offices, are created by legisla- 


tive net only except where the power 
is delegated to municipalities lo create 
public offices by ordinance. In 
such 
instances the salary that attaches to 
public offices is an incident thereto and 
is not the subject of contract, and iti 
such cases the official is entitled to his 
salary not because of service actually 
rendered or to be rendered, but by rea- 
son of the creation of the office. 


. Tho distinction to be had 
is that 
which arist-s between officials created 
by law and those persons designated 
.by tht- municipality m- by duly author- 
ized officers iis persons who are 
em- 


ployed for the purpose of carrying on 
the detail and necessary works of lite 
g-ovcrnment, and who are at all times 
subordinated to tho rules and regula- 
tions prepared by the public1 official in

was laid before the senate soon after 
il met at noon. A new resolution to 
accept tho apologies already offered by 
Huerta as "sufficient reparation" for 
the Tampico incident was introduced 
by Senator Works, republican. 


Secretary Daniels left 
the cabinet 


meeting at 12.20 o'clock. He was ask- 
ed about the orders to Admiral Fletch- 
er. "It would be very unwise for me 
to go in and say anything at this 
time," was the reply. 


Lodge Praises Wilson 


Senator Lodge opened the debate. 
"In a situation of high seriousness, 


such as now confronts congress, it is 
well to remember the responsibility of 
the'senate,'-' he began. "The power to 
declare war rests under the constitu- 
tion with congress.1' 


"When the president lays an interna- 


tional controversy before congress he 
takes the last step that precedes war," 
continued Mr. Lodge. "The president 
might have taken further steps but he 
has come to the body which alone has 
power to declare war. I think he has 
done well." 


Senator Williams asked how long it 


took congress to pass the Spanish war 
resolution. 


Senator Lafollette replied that con- 


gress took from April 11 to April 19 to 
pass the resolution in 189S. 


Vast expenditures, great loss of life, 


perhaps, and after months and possibly 
years, possibly only the satisfaction of 
feeling that wo had brought back peace 
and order and liberty to a distracted 
country. 


Hcvlcivs Tampico Incident 


Reviewing the Tampico incident, Sen- 


ator Lodge continued: 


"There is no doubt in my mind that 


that incident at Tampico constitutes 
an 
insult lo Hie American (lag and 


the American uniform. 
No nation can 


allow such an Insult lo pass unnoticed. 
U is its duty to seek proper atonement 
and 
reparation. 
The 
form 
of such 


atonement is universally recognized. It 
is a salute to the flag of the offended 
nation. 
But that salute is a govern- 


mental action. All party lines disap- 
pear in tho demand for amends for 
such an insult and we all stand behind 
the president's demand for atonement." 


Senator Lodse resented tho imputa- 


tion that the republicans wcro lacking 
in proper regard for the honor of tho 
II an. 


"But wo must also think of that 


which the nag covers—citizens ot th« 
United 
states," ho said. "One hun- 


dred und fifty citizens have perished 
on Mexican soil.

shed by which 
Huerta 
reached 
hia 


present position. 
But the fact that I 


condemn his methods does not lend me 
to put myself in a position which by 
distortion of the facts .which we take 
hers or of the words which we nttcr 
herr. would put me behind Villa-Villa 
who began life as a hired assassin and 
whose pathway has been marked with 
bloodshed, rapine, plunder and by un- 
namable crimes which are a disgrace 
to the country tn which we live. 


"It la for that reason that the minor- 


ity of the committee on foreign 
rela- 


tions has presented the sub for a pre- 
amble of the resolution. Not one sen- 
tence can be denied. Each is a melan- 
choly truth. 


The senator added that tha first act 


under the resolution would be the tak- 
ing- of Vera Cruz. 


"Wo arc engaged at his moment," 


he declared emotionally, 
"not only 


with dealing a question involving the 
gravest responsibilities that can con- 
front the congress but as not often 
happens \ve are

"If we are to intqrvene in Mexico 


at any point I want to lift it up from

Senator Shively. acting chairman of

among his employes, advertises in any

mention that

strike, lockout or oilier labc. disturb- 
uncc e.-dsts among his employes. 


The 
charge has 
been 
repeatedly 


made that in cases of strikes, lockouts 
or other labor troubles help was solie,- 
itctl and in the call for help, cither by 
advertisement or otherwise, no men- 
tion was made of tho existing trouble. 
This act further states that no em- 
ployer shall directly or indirectly pro- 
euro or attempt to procure persons to

the police department, after arrest, a.mi 
'there is every indication that it will 
be supported by both 
branches. Ai 


th« hearing last Friday supporters of 
tbt measure related many instances of 
alleged abuse tha* seemed to indicate 
the existence of tho need for sumo 
•uch bill, though whether 
it would 


prove practical or not cannot be de- 
termined until it has boon in opera- 
tion. U would probably be a gross 
overstatement to say that police oftt- 
.cials as a. class abuse prisoners who 
fall into their hands, or ill-treat them 
but one who follows police court rec- 
ords knows that occasionally a police 
officer is more severe in dealing with 
& prisoner than the facts of the case 
demand. The habitual cruelty of one 
officer in cases such as this tends to 
bring the whole body into public dis- 
favor, and if ill-treatment of prisoners 
could be stopped by tho passage of a 
bill, It is desirable for the Rood of 
all concerned- 


One of those who argued against the 


bill in the house took the stand that 
at the present time it is more import- 
ant that legislation be passed to help 
policemen enforce law than to retard 
them in any particular. "While this i- 
very true, it is difficult" to see how ; 
bill to prevent abuse of prisoners tend; 
to hinder the enforcement of law. Th 
tendency at tho present time is cor 
tainly to favor the testimony of pollc 
officials 
when 
undue 
violence 
is 


charged, and the charge of "assaulting 
an otllcer" is regarded too often UK a 
joke, owing to the fact that he so 
charged cay-Ties In many cases physical 
proofs o/ the result of liis rashness. 
There are occasional prisoners of Fuch 
a violent or treacherous disposition 
that they must be Handled with force, 
and any bill which would nt.tnd be- 
tween such and tho police officer who 
makes the arrest would not increase 
reHpect for law or public safnty. What 
is needed is a bill to protpct the \ve:ik 
or the irresponsible, and while individ- 
ual police officers lose their tempers, 
there will be need for a law of this 
nature.
